Italian Hostages Released 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Kidnappers released two 
female Italian aid workers and five other 
hostages Tuesday, raising hopes for at least 
18 foreigners still in captivity. But insurgents 
showed no sign of easing their blood-soaked 
campaign against the U.S. presence in Iraq, 
staging a show of defiance in Samarra and 
striking twice with deadly force in Basra. 
It was unclear what prompted the two 
separate groups of kidnappers to release the 
Italians, three Egyptians and two Iraqis, and 
whether any ransom had been paid. It was the 
second day in a row that foreigners were freed. 
Pari and Torretta, both 29, were abduct- 
ed Sept. 7 in a bold raid on the Baghdad 
office of their aid agency “Un Ponte Per ...”

PARKFIELD, CALIF. | A strong earth- 
quake shook the state Tuesday from 
Los Angeles to San Francisco, 
cracking pipes, breaking bottles 
of wine and knocking pictures 
from walls.

The quake tipped over about 300 
cases of his wine, and five or six of 
Miller’s buildings were damaged. 

The quake struck at 10:15 a.m.

southeast of Los Angeles. 

A magnitude-6 quake can cause 
severe damage, though any prob- 
lems are generally far less severe 
in remote areas and places like 
California with strong building 
codes.

‘American Taliban’ 
seeks reduced jail time 
after Hamdi’s release 


SAN FRANCISCO | John Walker Lindh 
asked President Bush on Tuesday to 
commute his 20-year prison sen- 
tence for aiding the Taliban. 

His lawyer, James Brosnahan, 
said that Lindh was fighting along- 
side the Taliban in a civil war against 
the Northern Alliance, that he is not 
a terrorist and that he never fought 
against U.S. troops. 

Brosnahan said 
the sentence should 
be reduced because 
Yaser Esam Hamdi, 
another American 
citizen captured 
in Afghanistan on 
suspicion of aid- 
ing the Taliban, is being released 
after being held for three years as 
an enemy combatant. 

Justice Department spokesman 
Mark Corallo, while not comment- 
ing directly on the merits of Lindh’s 
request, pointed out that Lindh 
“pleaded guilty to supporting the 
Taliban with his lawyers standing 
beside him.” 

Lindh, a 23-year-old California 
native, pleaded guilty in 2002 in 
civilian court to supplying services 
to the Taliban and carrying explo-

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Blair: Iraq WMD Evidence ‘Wrong’ 


But he won't apologize 
for removing Saddam, 
he tells Labor Party 


BRIGHTON, ENGLAND | Prime 
Minister Tony Blair, skirting a 
direct apology, acknowledged 
to his Labor Party Tuesday that 
intelligence used to justify the 
invasion of Iraq was wrong, but 
insisted the world was safer with 
Saddam Hussein in prison. 

In arousing address to the par- 
ty’s annual conference, interrupted 
twice by delegates booing and heck- 
ling, Blair defended the war and 
said Labor members must believe 


he backed the U.S.-led campaign 
in Iraq to protect Britain. 

“The evidence about Saddam hav- 
ing actual biological and chemical 
weapons, as opposed 
to the capability to 
develop them, has 
turned out to be 
wrong. I acknowl- 
edge that and accept 
it,” said Blair, whose 
primary reason for 
backing the U.S.-led war was the 
threat posed by those weapons. 

“And the problem is, I can apolo- 
gize for the information that turned 
out to be wrong, but I can't, sincere- 
ly at least, apologize for removing 


Saddam. The world is a better place 
with Saddam in prison.” 

Although intended as a spring- 
board for elections, the five-day 
conference has been eclipsed by 
the kidnapping of Briton Kenneth 
Bigley in Baghdad and the continu- 
ing bloodshed in Iraq. 

The war has eroded public faith 
in Blair. His personal ratings have 
sunk and some Labor delegates 
believe he has neglected bread- 
and-butter issues such as schools 
and hospitals. 

Still, Blair said he wanted to

confront the contentious issue of 
Iraq head on. 

“I know this issue has divided 
the country. I entirely understand 
why many disagree,” Blair said. He 
called on Britain to “unite in our 
determination to stand by the Iraqi 
people until the job is done.” 

Blair said the 100-year-old 
Labor Party had never won three 
successive terms in power. 

“It is worth the fight. Now let’s 
get out and do it,” Blair said in the 
address, which earned him alengthy

Militia’s leader says 
fighters will soon 
target foreign workers 


LAGOS, NIGERIA | Militiamen try- 
ing to wrest control of the oil-rich 
Niger Delta threatened on Tuesday 
to launch a “full-scale armed strug- 
gle” on petroleum-pumping oper- 
ations in Africa's largest crude oil 
producing nation. 

Major oil companies played 
down the warnings, saying they 
won't seriously affect exports. The 
threats, nevertheless, helped push 
world oil prices to historic highs of 
$50 per barrel Tuesday. 

“Any part of Nigeria, wherever we 
have the opportunity to strike any 
target, we will strike,” said militia 
leader Moujahid Dokubo-Asari. 

He said foreign workers will be 
considered targets as of Oct. 1 — the 
44th anniversary of Nigeria’s inde- 
pendence from Britain. 

Dokubo-Asari claims to be 
fighting for self-determination in 
the region and greater control over 
oil resources for 8 million Ijaws, the 
dominant tribe in the southern delta 
region, which accounts for most of 
the daily oil exports. (ar)

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Panel Keeps D.C. 
Casino Off Ballot 


Three members of 
appeals court uphold 
ruling against proposal 


WASHINGTON | Opponents ofacasino 
planned for Northeast Washington 
won a big victory Tuesday. A three- 
member D.C. Court of Appeals panel 
upheld the city election board’s deci- 
sion to toss the casino initiative off 
November's ballot. 

Supporters wanted to put more 
than 3,000 video lottery terminals 
ina facility to be built in a rundown 
section of the city, about three miles 
northeast of the U.S. Capitol. 

Following a series of public hear- 


ings, the D.C. Board of Elections and 
Ethics ruled Aug. 5 that the meth- 
ods used to collect the signatures 
and promote the initiative violated 
local regulations. 

Repeated calls to proponents 
of the initiative were not returned. 
According to a spokesman for the 
election board, ballots for the 
Nov. 2 general election were sub- 
mitted for printing Tuesday. 

The appeals panel's ruling is sub- 
ject to review by the entire nine- 
member D.C. Court of Appeals. If 
five members vote to overturn it, 
proponents could seek an order 
authorizing reprinting of the bal- 
lots.

D.C. Mayor 
Fights Gun 
Law Repeal 


WASHINGTON | A bill before 
Congress that would repeal many 
of the District of Columbia’s gun 
laws was denounced Tuesday by 
city leaders as dangerous and an 
assault on home rule. 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams 
called the District of Columbia 
Personal Protection Act, “an insult 
to the memory of people who died 
in our city due to gun violence.” 

Williams joined Del. Eleanor 
Holmes Norton, D-D.C., 
Metropolitan Police Chief Charles 
H. Ramsey, and school superinten- 
dent Clifford B. Janey at a Capitol 
Hill news conference. 

Allthe speakers said the bill rep- 
resented a blatant attack on D.C. 
home rule and the city’s ability to 
determine its own fate. 

Later, Norton led the group 
across Capitol Hill to the offices of 
House Majority Leader Tom DeLay, 
R-Texas, to discuss H.R. 3193 and 
try to prevent a vote, scheduled for 
Wednesday. They left after about 20 
minutes without seeing DeLay. (ar)

WASHINGTON | The head of Metro 
Transit Police said Tuesday the 
department is reviewing tech- 
niques that could be provided to 
help officers “deal more effectively 
with difficult people” as they enforce 
the sometimes minor violations of 
increasingly frustrated riders. 

Police Chief Polly Hanson said 
skills such as verbal persuasion 
may help officers convince riders 
to comply with the rules — which, 
for some, could mean a warning or 
ticket instead of handcuffs.

Delta Employees to Face 10% Pay Cut 


ATLANTA | Delta Air Lines’ chief 
executive said Tuesday he is declin- 
ing his six-figure salary for the rest 
of the year as he announced a 10 
percent pay cut for executives, ticket 
and gate agents, and other staff. 
CEO Gerald Grinstein also 
said in a memo to employees that 


the nation’s third-largest airline 
will cut retirement benefits and 
increase employee contributions 
to health insurance as part of its 
plan to avoid bankruptcy. 

“Tt is in everyone's best interest 
that we protect Delta’s future by tak- 


ing these steps together,” he wrote. 


Delta would not immediately say 
how much salary Grinstein is relin- 
quishing. His predecessor, Leo Mul- 
lin, earned about $500,000 a year. 

The airline has lost more than $5 
billion since 2001 and has racked 
up $20 billion in debt as it has faced 
higher fuel prices and increased 
competition from low-fare carri- 
ers.

Price of Oil Surges 
Past $50 a Barrel 


Settles at $49.90 as 
worries mount about 
output in Iraq, Nigeria 


WASHINGTON | Crude oil surpassed 
$50 a barrel for the first time and 
analysts said Tuesday that pric- 
es could keep rising because of a 
sharp rise in global demand, tight 
supplies and threats to output in 
petroleum-producing nations such 
as Iraq and Nigeria. 

Light crude rose 26 cents to 
$49.90 to anew settlement high on 
the New York Mercantile Exchange 
after trading as high as $50.20 ear- 
lier in the day. 

On Tuesday, Saudi Arabia 
pledged to boost the limits of its 
daily oil production by a half-mil- 
lion barrels, but the move failed to 
calm markets since actual supplies 
may not be added anytime soon. 

Adjusting for inflation, today’s 
prices are still about $30 a barrel 
below the level reached in 1981 after 
the Iranian revolution. Even so, the 


United States is on pace to spend an 
extra $68 billion on oil this year, 30 
percent more than last year. 

Underpinning today’s high oil 
prices is the fact that the world’s 
supply buffer, or excess capacity, is 
just 1 percent of daily global demand 
of 82 million barrels. That leaves 
the industry little breathing room 
in the event of a prolonged supply 
interruption. 

“We have nothing, really, to fall 
back on,” said Robert Ebel, director 
of the energy program at the Center 
for Strategic and International 
Studies, who believes oil will remain 
above $40 a barrel into 2005. 

Some analysts insist, however, 
that oil prices are artificially high, 
with markets rallying on overblown 
fears, rather than supply-demand 
fundamentals. 

Nevertheless, the 75 percent 
increase in the price of oil in the 
past year also promises to heat up 
as a political issue, with just over 
a month until the presidential 
election.

‘They miss a lot of stuff? says Redskins coach 


REDSKINS | Even a Hall of Fame 
coach doesn’t get a break from 
the refs. 

Washington Redskins coach Joe 
Gibbs on Tuesday reviewed the tape 
of the loss to the Dallas Cowboys 
and pronounced himself on the 
wrong side of “two awful calls.” 

“T don't get focused on that stuff. 
It doesn’t do any good to talk about 
it,” Gibbs said. “But I'll tell you this 
— you couldn’t get anything far- 
ther from what should have been 
called in both cases. Both of them 
were touchdowns; both of them go 
against us.” 

Disputable calls that went both 
ways played a significant part in 
Dallas’ 21-18 victory Monday night. 

“You're frustrated. You're mad, 
and realize that in close games you 
need to have those things called 
correctly,” Gibbs said. “I’ve been 
in it long enough to know that just 
doesn’t happen sometimes, too. 
They miss a lot of stuff.” 


Gibbs was particularly unhappy 
with a first-quarter pass interfer- 
ence call on Walt Harris, who was 
grabbed first by Dallas receiver 
Terry Glenn. The 40-yard penalty 
gave Dallas the ball on the 1-yard 
line, and the Cowboys scored on 
the next play. 

Then, in the fourth quarter, 
with Washington trailing 21-10, 
Rod Gardner just missed chas- 
ing down a long pass in the end 
zone with defensive back Terence 
Newman trailing. 

Gibbs said both plays have been 
sent to the NFL office for review, 
the usual procedure for any calls 
that are questionable. 

Despite his comments about the 
officiating, Gibbs was the first to 
acknowledge that the Redskins could 
have won the game simply by making 
fewer mistakes on offense. 

Laveranues Coles dropped three 
passes in the first quarter, although 
Gibbs revealed Tuesday that Coles

Ramones rock on 
with a new DVD 
of music and movies 


DVD | For months, Johnny Ramone 
had been working on the band’s first 
official DVD, even as he neared the 
end of a five-year battle with pros- 
tate cancer. 

Now “Ramones Raw” comes out 
less than two weeks after the gui- 
tarist’s death. It’s a retrospective 
of the career of one of rock’s most 
influential groups, culled mostly 
from home movies the band shot 
between 1979 and 1996. 

Johnny Ramone (the surname 
is not original to any of the band’s 
members), who died Sept. 15, is the 
third original member of the New 
York punk quartet to pass on, leav- 
ing only drummer Tommy Ramone. 
Singer Joey and bassist Dee Dee 
died previously; later members

“Ramones Raw” has all the illicit 
thrills, blurry focus and jumpy cam- 
era joy of a bootleg video, albeit one 
made by the band itself. 

It’s a fitting, fast-paced, funny 
retrospective on the lovable lunk- 
heads’ career, narrated by the guys 
themselves as they goof on securi- 
ty trying to clear a path through a 
throng of fans (“What do these kids 
want?” one asks.

Many of the live cuts are seen 
here for the first time, including 
vintage 1980 footage from Rome's 
Castle St. Angelo, starting, of course, 
with the classic “Blitzkrieg Bop” 
and its “Hey, Ho! Let’s Go!” intro. 
From then it’s right into “Teenage 
Lobotomy,” which has one of rock’s 
best-ever rhymes in “Now I guess 
I'll have to tell ‘em /That I got no 
cerebellum.” 

The stripped-down power of 
The Ramones shines through 
as they remake rock ’n’ roll with 
three chords and four black leather 
jackets. Together, they put a funny 
face on the threatening, angry punk 
movement, making it more acces- 
sible to mainstream rock fans who 
quickly took to their buzz-saw gui- 
tar, throbbing bass and simple-yet-

Take My Wile, 
Stranger, Please 


Opposites contrast 
in the households 
of ABC’s ‘Wife Swap’ 


REALITY | The differences are huge, 
and “Wife Swap” makes the most 
of them. 

On the official premiere of 
“Wife Swap” (tonight at 10 p.m.), 
we meet Jodi Spolansky, a multi- 
millionaire heiress with a business- 
man husband, three children and a 
pampered lifestyle, who trades lives 
for two weeks with Lynn Bradley, 
a schoolbus driver from rural New 
Jersey with a lazy husband and two 
teenage daughters. 

Spolansky knew she was setting 
herself up as a stereotype. 

“In the beginning, I come across 
as this spoiled Manhattan woman 
who does nothing but eat lunch and 
go to the gym,” she said. “But by 
the end, I showed everybody that 
I wasn’t just that.” 

The villain of the tale is her hus- 
band, seen as a selfish alpha male 
who makes houseguest Lynn cry. 

“He's really the nicest guy and 
the best father!” Jodi said. “But he 
speaks his mind.” 

Maybe so. But “Wife Swap” 
isn't the first reality show to, um, 


enhance the truth for the sake of 
storytelling. 

And rather than wallow in its 
arranged culture clash, the episode 
moves toward an uplifting moral: 
We're all more the same than it may 
seem on the surface. 

At the modest Bradley home, 
Jodi panics at the prospect of cook- 
ing for her surrogate family. And 
she butts heads with mulish Brad, 
who expects her to assume his wife 
Lynn’s other duties, which include 
cutting firewood for sale. 

But they eventually make their 
peace. “I told him, ‘This is a TV 
show, and we can argue the whole 
time and look like idiots. Or you and 
Ican try to get along, and under- 
stand one another as human beings. 
And that’s what we did.” 

By the end of the hour, everybody 
parts friends (and have stayed in 
touch since the episode was taped 
last winter). 

Even better, Brad learned some 
lasting lessons: The pain of his wife's 
absence, and, under Jodi’s tutelage, 
how to be a more supportive hus- 
band. Lynn reported that since 
the show, “he participates more 
in the chores around the house. 
It worked out real well for me.

Singer Steve Earle 
uses his music to 
motivate the masses 


AGITROCK | Steve Earle is an unapol- 
ogetic leftist who'd like nothing 
more than to see President Bush 
defeated in November. So what 
would people who disagree with 
his politics get from Earle’s new 
CD, “The Revolution Starts... 
Now,” other than elevated blood 
pressure? 

Actually, they might get fired 
up, too. For his disc’s overriding 
theme is less about speaking up 
against Bush than speaking up 
in general. 

“T don’t hold ‘them’ responsible 
for the fact that the country is not 
going the way that I think it ought 
to go,” he said. “I hold us — the peo- 
ple who think like I do — respon- 
sible. Democracy, it’s hard work. It 
requires vigilance.” 

Through his songs and activism, 
Earle has campaigned against the 
death penalty for years. He’s ratch- 
eted up other topical content and 
earned the enmity of many with 
“John Walker’s Blues,” a song 
about the American who joined 
the Taliban in Afghanistan. 

On “Revolution,” Earle writes 
about characters whose lives are 
affected by the decisions of oth- 
ers. There’s a truck driver from 
Houston driving a rig in Iraq, a 
young man who joined the Army 
to see the world, a soldier in

Afghanistan whose car was being 
repossessed back home, a youth in 
Gaza strapped with a bomb. 

Earle even sings about his desire 
to seduce National Security Adviser 
Condoleezza Rice. “I think she’s kind 
of hot,” he said. “Her very existence 
fascinates me.” 

He and Rice are the same age, 
he explained, and he often won- 
ders how she wound up with views 
diametrically opposed not only to 
himself, but to the majority of black 
Americans. 

Can music make a political differ- 
ence? Earle believes so. “Don't try to 
tell me that songs don’t change peo- 
ple’s hearts or minds about things,” 
he said. “They do that, they get you 
girls — it’s a very powerful medium.”

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Aboriginal cuisine 
mixes American 
Indian with European 


Bison carpaccio and caribou brus- 
chetta are not typical of American 
Indian home cooking. But Chef and 
Cree Indian Arnold Olson is try- 
ing to transform tribal foods into 
haute cuisine, cooking traditional 
ingredients in grand European 
manner. 

“For me to add European style 
into dishes is a must,” Olson, who 
calls his dishes aboriginal, said. “I 
really believe in the future of aborig- 
inal foods.” 

Other cooks also are experi- 
menting with the new cuisine. The 
Museum of the American Indian’s 
cafe specializes in Indian-style food, 
a menu the museum calls native. 
Such chefs strive to keep the menu 
true to its roots while still familiar 
enough to entice non-Indians. 

Indians historically prepared 


what was available locally, so there 


is a wide variety of dishes. 

In addition, many aboiginal 
ingredients have become part of the 
American culinary standard. People 
have to be reminded the foods are 
Indian, said Richard Hetzler, execu- 
tive chef at the museum cafe. 

“People think of tamales as 
Mexican,” Hetzler said. “They think 
of Latin American food when they 
are truly products that Indians used 
to make.”

At Tillicum Village, a Northwest 
Indian-themed dinner theater on a 
Puget Sound island near downtown 
Seattle, the cooks bake salmon on 
stakes of cedar over fires of alder 
wood, a cooking style “thousands 
of years old,” said Mark Hewitt, the 
company’s president. 

But the meal was not a part 
of the traditional Northwestern 


Indian diet. 

Small red new potatoes sub- 
stitute for wild potatoes that the 
Indians would have eaten, Hewitt 
said. The dinner also includes rice, 
“which doesn’t have anything to do 
with anything,” he said. 

The museum cafe's response is to 
divide its offerings, food court-style, 
into five geographic regions. 


To bring Indian foods into the 
mainstream, changes typically have 
to be made in the recipes. 

“There’s a lot of comments, 
especially [from] people who 
come from the reservations, ‘It’s 
like you're copying the white peo- 
ple,” Olson said. 

He believes the techniques are

What would you say is the best part 
of dishing out the 40-some bucks to 
get the trilogy on DVD? 

The best part for me is that 
bonus fourth disc. I think it’s so 
well done. I have to sit through a 
lot of crummy DVD features, but 
these are organized and executed 
really well. One thing I will note, 
however: the “Empire of Dreams” 
documentary, which is amazing, has 
aired on cable TV. Granted, it was a 
truncated version and the one on the 
DVD is longer and more thorough. 
But still, I was irritated. That doc 
should only be viewable on the DVD, 
otherwise what's the point? 


What’s the buzz? Will the original, 
unaltered trilogy ever be released 
on DVD? 

We did a discussion last week 
with Van Ling, the producer of 
the “Star Wars” DVD. He doesn’t 
make decisions about which ver- 
sion of the trilogy is released, but 
he hinted that the originals could 
come out for the 30th anniversary 
release in 2007. I'm guessing they'd 
put out all six “Star Wars” movies 
together at that point. That’s not 


definite, of course, but I wouldn’t 
be surprised if this occurs. 


George Lucas needs to be saved 
from his own movies. Episode IV 
was great, minus the new scenes. 
Episode | was just awful and 
Episode IV with the Ewoks foretold 
that Lucas was getting really soft. 
Is there any chance Episode III will 
be decent? 

I’ve heard that Episode III will 
be darker, and that some scenes are 
worthy of an R-rating. Of course, 
that’s just conjecture at this point. I 
hope it’s better than Episodes I and 
II, which were pretty pathetic. 


VHS vs. DVD: Why should I buy 
“Star Wars” on DVD when | have it 
on VHS? 

Because DVD is better quality 
than VHS; even ifyoure not thrilled 
about Lucas’ revisions, it’s still the 
better experience visually.
